1869, that he had had some of the boy’s money, 
but had returned it before the battle; and also 
that all efforts to obtain the back pay and 
bounty due Nelson Ltroy’s “legal representa- 
tives? by the Government had been fraitless. 
This story was told with great ap- 
parent minuteness of detail, embellished 
with the affidavit of a person who believed 
Leroy had a considerable sum of money just be- 
fore he was killed, and had heard him say he 
gave it to Gen. Hayes for safe keeping.

WHAT IT MEANS TO REPUBLICANS IN THAT SEC-

The following letter from an old member of 
the One Hundred and Fourteenth Illinois, who 
has lived in Alabama ever since the War, was 
received by those in charge of the reunion of 
that regiment at Tallula, Menard County, on 
Wednesday last. The facts which it states in 
reference to the condition of affairs in Ala- 
bama should impress deeply upon the minds of 
friends of the country the importauce of the 
contest in which we are now engaged: 

Campen, Wilcox Co., Ala., Sept. 17, 1878.—7o 
my Comradesin Arms of the One: Hundred and 
Fourteenth Regiment Illinois Volunteer Infantry 
—Friznps Aub FPettow-Soupiens: It is with 
heartfelt regret that I am compelled to answer in 
the negative the kind invitation of Comrade Smed: 
ly to be present at the reunion of my old comrades 
of the One Hundred and Fourteenth on the 27th 
inst., but itis impossible. We are now in the 
midst of an exciting canvass, and it would bea 

reat loss to our y and cause should even so 
umble and ins 
worthy comrade absent himself from the State for 

a week or ten days. 

After leaving you and being mustered out of 
Uncle Sam's service, I investeu all my means in a 
large plantation, and, without any dea of ever 
entering political life, settled myself down to build 
up my own fortune. But when Congress saw fit to 

tlie reconstruction measures and enfranchise 
the negroes, then every man had to take his stand 
either with or against the Government, and I took 
an active part in organixing the Republican party. 

That moment I became, in the estimation of 
Southern men, a carpet-bagger and a knave. My 
property was swept away by the machinations of 
the unreconstructed Rebels. As long as I was out 
of politics I was a gentleman; as soon asi took the 
stump in favor of the Republican party I was every- 
thing that was mean and low, although not a word 
had been said against my honesty or honor. The 
Revels were at once what they were when we faced 
them with muskets in our hands, —opposed to the 
Union and Government. —aud again we heard the 
Rebel yell at every — 4 meeting and at the 

Ils. —the yell we heard so often at Vicks- 
— Tishimingo, Gunatewn, Tupelo, and Old 
Town Creek. Often have we held ouf meetings 
and spoken on the stands with revolvers in our 
hands, when the chivalry would gather around and 
shake their knives and pietols in our faces, and 
declare that we should never leave the stand alive. 
We fought the same old fight over every campaign, 
only we fought with ballots and they with pistols 
and foul abuse. 

On several occasions have the K. -K. 's fired vol- 
leys of revolver shots into my house at the mid- 
night hour, and then, when a single shot was fired 
in return, galloped off to escape danger, Time and 
again have I been surrounded oF a crowd of twenty 
or thirty villainous cowards, with knives and re- 
volvers in hand, and only escaped with life because 
I went around with a good navy revolver, and was 
kund wn as a dead shot, 

To say it was any betternow, would be untrue. 
To be sure, they do not attack us as they did, but 
they are just as bitter as ever, and but for the — 
tection of the United States Courts, our lives 
would not be worth a moment's purchase. 

I have held some important positions; first, 
Sheriff of our county. by appointment from Gen. 
Pope, then by election; meniber of the General 
Assembly for two years; Adjutant-General of the 
State; and for two years Doorkeeper of the House 
of Representatives. Having been entirely broken 
up in business, Ihave been determined to show 
the Rebels of this county that they could not drive 
me ont, and I commenced again at the bottom of 
the ladder, and have succeeded in making another 
start. and am now ina fair way to prosper. But 
should the Rebels, with the assistance of Northern 
Copperheads, succeed in electing that traitor Til- 
den, and gaining control of the nation, every white 
Republican in the South would have to seek some 
more congenial clime. 

Here in this State, where we have 20,000 ma- 
jority, in the last two elections they, by frand 
and intimidation, have carried the State by 40, 000 
majority. We, who fought for the perpetuity of 
the Union, feel that our Republican friends in 
Congress have not stood by us as they should have 
done. Had it not have been for that demagogue,

law, and under that we would have been pro- 
tected and epuld have held our State where she 
rightfully ought te be—in the Republican ranke— 
in spite ofthe K. K. Democracy with all their 
legions of bellishimps.

From all these it is claimed as de- 
monstrated that Mr. Tnom has: been from 
his schoolboy days devoted to the main- 
tenance of a government of limit- 
ed powers as opposed to one of 
national powers; to the maintenance of a 
confederacy of sovereign States as opposed to 
a national union; to the existence of a part- 
nership or compact of States, instead of a 
union of people; in short, to 4 denial of 
American nationality, and the assertion of a 
mere political agency for certaix free, sov- 
ereign, and independent States. Mr. I 
DEN insists that the constituents of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States are not the 
people, but the State Governments, which 


ereignty and autonomy are neither weakened 


nor destroyed by, nor merged in, any system 
of National Government. Mr. Ton defines 
“* nationality,” or the doctrine that the Uni- 
ted States constitute a nation, possessing all 
the powers essential to a sovereign nation, to 
be oentralism, and he uses this term in all 
its variations as something opposed to the 
theory of a mere confederacy or partner- 
ship of States, each originally a sovereignty. 
In his letter of October, 1860, just on the 
eve of the secession movement, Tun 
wrote to Judge Kur: 

Each section is organized into States with com- 
plete governments, holding the power and wielding 
the sword. They are held together only by a com- 
pact Sof confederation. .. . The single, slen- 
der, conventional tie which holds the States in con- 
federation has no strength compared with the com- 
pacted intertwining fibres which bind the atoms of 
human society into one formation of natural 
growth. . . . The masters in political science 
who constructed our system preserved the State 
Governments as bulwarks of the freedom of indi- 
viduals and localities against oppression from cen- 
tralized power. They recognized no right of con- 
stitutional secession; BUT THEY LEFT REVOLUTION 
ORGANIZED WHENEVER IT SHOULD BE DEMANDED BY 
THE PUBLIC OPINION OF A STATE,—LEFT IT, WITH 
THE POWER TO 6NAP THE TIE OF CONSIDERATION 48 
A NATION MIGHT BREAK A TREATY, AND TO REPEL 
COERCION AS A NATION MIGHT REPEL INVASION. 
They caused us to depend in great measure upon 
the public opinion of the States, in order to main- 
tain a confederated union. 

Here we have the statement broadly as- 


serted that the Constitution, while it did not 
provide for secession, left to each State the 
right of revolution,—left it with the power 
to “‘snap the tie of confederation,” and to 
repel coercion as an invasion. Here, then, 
was an assertion of the power of rebellion, 
which Ino states was left by the Consti- 
tution to each State, and he puts this right 
on the ground that there can be no common

No contract governing complicated transactions 
or relations between men, and applying perma- 
nently throngh the changes inevitable in human 


construe or execute its provisions in a spirit of hos- 
tility to the substantial objects of those provis- 
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constructed two, in one of which African 
slavery would be perpetuated. Here is what 
he said to Judge Kent: : 

Yet the North may, in a paroxysm, alarm and repel 
the South out of the Union. If it should do so, and 
if we should yet escape or recover from civil war, 
would we not soon wish to establish treaties of 
peace, —of free trade between them and us, —of un- 
obstructed intercourse between our citizens? 
Might we not even desire an alliance for common 
defense? Isit not clear that such, arrangements 
would be eminently wise and eminently conducive 
to the prosperity and welfare of both parties? 
Would not such an arrangement be a salutary ex- 
tension and improvement of the system which mod- 
ern civilization is applying by diplomacy between 
independent nations all over the world? 

It was this theory of Trpxn’s, that the 
secession of the South would be final, that 
no power could be exercised to coerce them, 
and that in a very brief time the North 
would be applying diplomacy to establish 
commercial intercourse between the two 
confederacies, that encouraged secession and 
precipitated the South into rebellion. They 
did not believe that the General Government 
would resort to war, or that the Northern 
Democrats would permit sovereign States to 
be coerced. 

Mr. Tuo aspires to the Presidency—of 
what? According to his own theory, there 
is no nation and no nationality in the United 
States. He seeks to be President of a con- 
federation” as opposed to a “nation”; 
President of a confederation which is bound 
together by no tie which may not be 
snapped asunder at the will of any State or 
number of States; a confederation which 
has no inherent powers of defense or protec- 
tion against the adverse will of any of its 
members; a confederation having no power 
to determine any question or to en- 
force its authority against the objeo- 
tion of any State; a confederacy which 
may be dissolved at pleasure and divided 
into any number of confederacies ; a confed- 
eracy of which as President he will be a mere 
diplomatic or commercial agent, acting under 
written instructions from the States, which 
power as agent and which instructions may 
be revoked at any time by either one of the 
thirty-eight States. He is not to be Presi- 
dent of the American Republic nor of the 
United States; he is not to represent the 
United States, but thirty-eight sovereign 
powers. He is to be selected as a citizen of 
New York, to which State he owes all his al- 
legiance, and he is to ignore any political 
character as a citizen of the United States. 
If any of these States shall secede or with- 
draw, he is not to exercise any ‘‘ centralized” 
power of compelling the people of that State 
to submission or of treating any independent 
government in such State as treasonable ; 
the most he proposes to do, in case of 
secession, is to offer his services as 
& diplomat in arranging treaties of 
peace and commerce between those 
States remaining in the old confeder- 
ation and those uniting in the new confed- 
eracy or confederacies. He is not to be 
President to uphold and maintain the Union 
against enemies foreign and domestic ; but 
he shall so conduct the Government that in 
case of secession there shall be no war, but 
a peaceful dissolution of the confederac y in- 
to as many other confederacies as the sov- 
ereign States shall determine.

THE CAUSE OF SOUTHERN DISORDER. 
The New York Nation, with all the gravity 
of an owl at noonday, and with just about as 


: How is it that peace and order 
reign in the Statesin which the whites are 
in the majority ?” (referring to the Southern 
States). We are a little surprised that a 
paper which makes such large pretensions to 
sapiency, and which sets itself up as the 
final arbiter in all matters, should have 
asked a question that any child may answer. 
In the first place, it is not true that peace 
and order do reign in all the States where the 
whites are in the majority, as for instance in 
Texas, where no man, white or black, has 
any security for his life or property, and 
where, under Democratic rule, crime is un- 
punishable. But, assuming the rule to be 
generally true, the Vation need not go far for 
its answer. It is because in such 
States the whites have their own 
way absolutely and without question. They 
have no one to quarrel with, unless they 
quarrel with themselves. Where they have 
the numerical majority they have absolute 
political control. The colored Republicans 
admit it. They accept the situation and 
make the best of it, instead of organizing 
themselves into Ku-Klux Klans and raiding, 
terrorizing, and intimidating the majority. 
They do not collect in armed gangs and go 
about nights shooting Demoerats at their 
firesides or in their beds. They do not 
drive Democrats from their homes. They 
do not organize into armed mobs and break 
up Democratic meetings. Being in the mi- 
nority, they peacefully and quietly submit 
to the rule of the majority, and take such 
protection as the whites accordthem. The 
blacks are peaceabie, orderly, and law-abid- 
ing. That is the reason why peace and 
order reign in the States where the whites 
have the majority. 

The question which the Nation asks in- 
volves another question. As peace and order 
reign in the States where the whites have the 
majority, it implies that anarchy and disor- 
der reign in the States where the whites are 
in the minority. How this happens to be the 
case is the question which the Nation should 
have asked, and, as this is a question which 
it is useless to expect the Nation to answer 
honestly, we will answer for it. Turbulence 
and bloodshed prevail in these States because 
the minority will not consent to be ruled by 
the majority. In every Southern State where 
the minority is composed of White-Leaguers, 
and Ku-Klux, and ex-Rebels, they will not 
submit when honestly defeated, Not being 
able to accomplish their purposes by the bal- 
lot, they resort to the bullet. In e- 
ery State, county, and voting-precinct 
where they are in the minority, 
they have organized bell. The 
Nation very well knows that there is not a 
village in the South containing 100 Repub- 
lican blacks and 50 Confederate whites in 
which the 50 armed whites are not assault- 
ing and terrorizing the 100 unarmed and 
defenstless blacks. In Mississippi, the 
75.000 Confederates have crushed out the 
100,000 blacks by violence. In Louisiana, 
where the Confederates are in a minority of 
10,000, the same result has been secured by 
the same means. In South Carolina, where 
there are five Republicans to two Confeder- 
ates, the Mississippi Plan has been insti- 
tuted, and the majority is held under by 
terrorism and ostracism. All over the South, 
the Confederate minority, having the supe- 
rior intelligence, being powerfully armed, 
and having control of the courts, juries, 
sheriffs, and constabulary, are thus tyran- 
nizing over the majority, and this sufficiently 
accounts for the condition of things in the 
South as implied by the supercilious ques- 
tion of the Nation. That it should have 
asked such a question does not reflect credit 
upon its intelligence or its fairness. 


THE REBEL CLAIMS. 

The Chicago Times, tooting the Ton- 
party fog-horn, and apprehensive of the diin- 
ger ahead, undertakes to divert public atten-

It has been the prac- 
tice of the Government ever since the close 
of the War to allow such claims when fully 
proved up, and when the were sus- 
tained by loyal men. justice of this 
practice cannot well be denied, though it 
may have been abused im some cases. 
But to cite these claims for the pur- 
pose of showing that Republican Congress- 
men are as dangerous as the Confederate 
Congressmen, who propose to open the door 
to all the disloyal men who sustained losses 
during the war they waged ayainst the 
Union, is very much the same thing as if the 
Times should endeavor to prove Mr. Tom

bills make no distinction as to the status of 


the claimant during the War, authorize the 
reimbursement of losses suffered by the 


Rebels, and require qnly an affidavit of the 
loss by the claimant, supported by the testi- 
mony of one other citizén. Under these 
bills, every Rebel who fought the Gov- 
ernmént for four years may recover from 
it the value of his fences destroyed, 
his property occupied, his cattle, hogs, and 
corn taken by the United States armies as 
they advanced into the enemy's country. 
They amount to a reward for rebellion and 
put a premium on treason. So monstrous a 
proposition, we venture to say, was never 
made before in the history of the world. 

It is puerile and ridiculous to point to the 
private claims introduced by Republican 
Congressmen to reimburse loyal men who 
suffered losses from the Confederates as an 
indication that the danger will not be any 
greater from the Confederates, who propose 
to pass general laws admitting Rebel claims 
for losses suffered atthe hands of United 
States armies. Not only is the principle just 
the reverse, but the money involved is out 
of all comparison. Thus the Governmen 
through the Southern Claims Commission, 
has paid loyal citizens something like 
$3,000,000, while it is estimated that the 
losses of the Rebels from the War which 
would be included in the bills already intro- 
duced would amount to $2,500,000,000, and 
would more than double the present national 
debt. But the Confederates are not content 
with the indemnification of individual losses; 
they also desire that all the tax ever paid by 
the Rebels, either as States or individuals, 
on account of the War shall be refunded. 
Thus a Confederate from ig introduoed 
a bill at the last session (House No. 232) 
providing that the cotton tax be refunded and 
the amount paifl back in thirty years’ 5 per 
cent gold-bearing bonds. The total cotton 
tax, levied between the years 1863 and 1868, 
amounted to $68,072,388, and the thirty 
years’ interest thereon would be $102,- 
108,570, making over $170,000,000 in 
all. Another bill proposes that the 
United States shall refund that por- 
tion of the tax of $20,000,000 levied 
in 1861 for the prosecution of the War 
which was paid by the Rebel States. The 
proportion that fell on the Northern States 
was about $15,000,000. Of the $5,000,000 
apportioned to the Rebel States, only about 
one-half was ever paid (the other half being 
still due), but the Confederates now propose 
to make the North refund even that part of 
it paid by the Rebels. In one word, the 
Confederates propose, in case they shall gain 
control of the Government, that the North 
shall indemnify the South in fall for all war 
taxes and for all individual losses sustained 
by reason of the War which they brought on 
and waged against the Government. It is 
not claims for losses suffered by loyal citizens 
at the hands of the Oonfederate army, but 
elaims for losses suffered by disloyal citizens 
at the hands of the Union army, which 
they propose to allow ven to the 
extent of bankrupting the Govern- 
ment.

Jules Blanc, teacher of 
music, lived on the upper floor of No. 201 West 
Thirty-third street with his wife Marie and his 
boy Emil, 35 years of age, and made a comfort- 
able livelit.ood by imparting instruction on the

who was totally blind. Miss Juliette Naulte, 
an old friend of the family, occupied an adjoin- 
ing room and boarded with the Blancs. Hus- 
band and wife appeared to love each other fond- 
ly, and, until recently, their home had been a 
happy one, in spite of Mr. Bilanc’s 
affliction. About 11:30 o'clock Sunday 
night Miss Naulte heard a stifled scream in the 
bedroom occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Bianc and 
their child, and this was followed by a noise 
like that made by clashing a door sharply. She 
hastily summoned Mrs. Phillip and John 
Boulay, Mr. Blanc's uncle, and they bur- 
ried to the room. They were overwhelmed 
with horror at the scene which met their eyes. 
Blanc lay upon his back on the bed, apparently 
dead. Mrs. Blanc was on her left side, and 


On the floor lay a small, seven-cham- 
bered pistol, where it had dropped from Blanc's 
nerveless hand. Three of the chambers had 
been emptied.
